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[. INTERIM COMMITTEE DUTIESAND RESPONSBILITIES
Section 5-5-215, MCA, outlines the duties of interim committees:

"(2) Each interim committee shdl:

(@ review adminidrative rules within itsjurisdiction;

(b) subject to 5-5-217(3), conduct interim studies as assigned,;

(c) monitor the operation of assigned executive branch agencies with specific attention to the
fallowing:

(i) identification of issueslikely to require future legidative attention;

(i) opportunities to improve existing law through the andyss of problems experienced with the
gpplication of the law by an agency; and

(i) experiences of the gate's citizens with the operation of an agency that may be amenable to
improvement through legidative action;

(d) review proposed legidation of assgned agencies or entities as provided in the joint
legidative rules and

(e) accumulate, compile, andlyze, and furnish information bearing upon its assgnment and
relevant to exigting or prospective legidation as it determines, on its own initiative, to be pertinent to the
adequate completion of its work.

(2) Eachinterim committee shal prepare bills and resolutions thet, in its opinion, the welfare of
the state may require for presentation to the next regular sesson of the legidature.

(3) Thelegidative services divison shdl keep accurate records of the activities and
proceedings of each interim committee.”

l. Adminidrative Rule Review: This duty isimposed upon the committee by statute and replaces
the functions of the former Adminigtrative Code Committee. Staff will provide agenerd overview of
the process and background reports on rule review.

Options

1. Receiveregular printouts of the DPHHS website on notices of proposed rules and adoption
notices.

2. Legd gaff will provide synopses of rules that are considered important for the committee to
take note or rules of controversy.

3. Committee members may request specific areas for which they would like to receive
synopses or full copies of notices.



4. Make a Committee request to Department legal staff to copy them when they send the letter
to primary sponsor requesting input on legidative intent.

5. Anindividud legidator may request subscription to the Montana Administrative
Regigter which contains dl notices of proposed and adopted rules.

1. Conduct interim studies, as assigned.

House Joint Resolution No. 1. Joint mental health subcommittee of the Legidative Finance
Committee will gppoint members from this committee to serve on the HJ 1 mental health subcommittee
(Sen. Franklin, Sen. Pease).

Senate Joint Resolution No. 8: Privatization of foster care and adoptive services has been
assigned to the Committee by the Legidative Council with arecommendations thet it be conducted as a
daff white paper for presentation to the committee for fina recommendations.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 22: Study of hedlth care costs has been assigned to the Economic
Affars Interim Committee by the Legidative Council with arecommendations for a subcommittee to be
formed with members of CFHHS and the Legidative Finance Committee to work with the Economic
Affars Interim Committee on thistopic. (Will need to gppoint members).

[l Agency monitoring

The executive branch agency assgned to this interim committee is the Department of Public
Hedth and Human Services (DPHHS or Department). In adopting a study plan, the Committee should
focus on the eements of 5-5-215(1)(c), MCA, in adopting study topics.

Options.

1. Reservetime on each agendafor public testimony.

2. Adopt a study plan that includes issues likely to require future legidative attention, and
request the Department's perspective and assstance in identifying these issues. Schedule time for these
issues a each meseting or dedicate a meeting to asingle issue.

3. Adopt a study plan that includes opportunities for the agency and the public to identify issues
as laws are interpreted and administered by the Department. Request the public's and the
Department's perspective and assistance in identifying these issues. Request staff andysis of issues and
options for resolution. Schedule time for these issues a each meeting or dedicate a meeting to asingle
issue.

4. Upon adoption of a study plan, request information from Department and from Committee
deff that is relevant to the issues and to existing or prospective legidation.

5. Request DPHHS presentation of legidative conceptsin May and present requests for
agency legidation by the August 2002 meeting. Legidative Council no longer requests bill on behdf of
agencies, the interim committees are expected to fulfill that role. The last opportunity for the committee
to do thisas awhole will be a the find August meeting. After that, individud legidators who are
eligible could request legidation for the agency. Legidators could aso offer to sponsor bills through this
process.



5. Make requests and recommendations for committee legidation throughout the interim and
have committee requests completed by the fourth (May 2002) meeting or mid-summer to alow for
adoption at thefind (August 2002) mesting.

6. Keep minutes at each mesting.

IV.  HouseBill No. 2 and other legidatively required reports from DPHHS: There were eight
requirements for reports, information, or proposals to be presented to the Children, Families, Hedlth,
and Human Services Interim Committee (CFHHS or Committee) as the appropriate interim committee
by legidation passed by the 57th Legidature.

Options.

1. Schedule ord reports for each topic for the meeting closest to required date (reflected in
meseting plan).

2. AsK the department to provide awritten report to Committee staff by the required date.
Reportsin turn will be sent to each committee member. Asord presentation may be requested by
committee members after awritten report is received.
